The 2006 tax bill that offered a 
lot of tax savings added one “kick- 
er”: a provision that retroactively 
raised the taxes of Americans liv- 
ing and working abroad. 

Their basic tax “package” credits 
them dollar-for dollar fo the 
income taxes they pay to foreign 
countries. It also allows them to 
exclude $80,000—up to $82,400 
this year—from the income they 
report to the IRS, supposedly to 
cover higher living expenses over- 
seas. The new tax provision focus- 
es on the subsidies for housing, 
schools and trips home that the 
company pays, often pushing the 
workers into higher tax brackets. 
In many cases, the company will 
pay the higher costs—and deduct 
them from their corporate taxes. 

At the same time, the IRS is 
increasing its audits of Americans 
working overseas, Some have 
stopped filing tax returns because 
they think all foreign income is not 
taxed. Others have gotten into 
trouble making and deducting IRA 
contributions on their income.

And of 
course, a handmade, rolled out crust is a 
must. 

Actually, it wasn't the pie that made me 
drive all the way to Wellsboro, 
Pennsylvania. The pie was the “frosting 
on the cake” so to speak. Back in 1994 the 
front page feature story in Roadside 
Magazine caught my attention. The 
“Walk Through Wellsboro” story told 
about an intriguing little town that 
seemed frozen in time, in an almost for- 
gotten area of Pennsylvania, population 
about 4000. The description of downtown, 
and in particular the Wellsboro Diner, 
pulled me in. I wanted so much to go 
back in time, to live in the past if only for 
a day or two. 

We stayed at the Penn-Wells Hotel, a 
classic 19th Century hotel. We strolled 
around. Wellsboro had a 5&10, a Rexall 
Drug, a hardware store with worn wood- 
en floors, a department store run by the 
same family for generations and best of 
all, the gleaming, authentic Wellsboro 
Diner, a 1939 Sterling diner car made by 
the J.B. Judkins Company of Merrimac, 
Massachusetts. We drifted in and out of 
time impersonating who we used to be, 
wishing our world had been flash frozen 
way back then. The whole trip was filled 
with allure and adventure and nostalgia 
for an era that is greatly missed 

But without Roadside Magazine the 
odds are that I would never have read 
about the town of Wellsboro. I'm not sure 
of exactly how long Roadside has been 
around but I know I've been subscribing 
since the beginning, probably thirteen or 
fourteen years now. Over those years, at

“save our yesterdays” magazine would 
reappear.

_ Tewksbury man guilty 
* of unemployment fraud 


BOSTON - A Tewksbury man 
pleaded guilty to multiple 
charges that he fraudulently 
collected over $5,000 in unem- 
ployment benefits while earn- 
ing a full-time salary, Attorney 
General Tom Reilly announced 
today. 

Anthony J, Cathcart, 47, of 
Tewksbury, pleaded guilty late 
yesterday in Suffolk Superior 
Court to 16 counts of unemploy- 
ment fraud and one count of 
larceny over $250. Judge Carol 
Ball sentenced Cathcart to two 
years of probation and 100 
hours of community service. He 
is also required to pay full resti- 
tution in the amount of $5,465 

On June 14, 2005, Cathcart 
applied for unemployment ben- 
efits after being laid off by his 
employer, Proservices Inc. in 
Wilmington. From July 2, 2005 
through October 29, 2005, 
Cathcart received sixteen 
checks totaling $5,465 in unem- 
ployment benefits. An 
Investigation that was conduct- 
ed by the AG's office, using 


records from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Workforce Developments 


Division of Unemployment 
Assistance (DUA) found that 
Cathcart allegedly worked full- 
time at TYS, Inc. dba Yankee 
Fireplace in Middleton during 
the same period that he was 
collecting unemployment insur- 
ance benefits. Cathcart worked 
in the shipping and receiving 
department of Yankee 
Fireplace, or TYS, Inc. 

In order to obtain these bene- 
fits from the DUA, Cathcart 
either telephoned the DUA or 
submitted Benefit Claim 
Certification forms to the DUA 
every week, falsely stating that 
he did not work or receive any 
earnings for that period. He 
then signed 16 checks, falsely 
attesting to his eligibility for 
unemployment benefits. Throw:

NFPA urges caution when preparing Pay meals 


As Americans __ prepare 

Thanksgiving meals, it is 
imperative that they keep safe- 
ty in mind since cooking fires 
are more likely to occur on 
Thanksgiving than on any 
other day of the year. The inci- 
dence of home cooking fires is 
roughly three times the daily 
average on Thanksgiving. In 
2004, cooking equipment was 
involved in 1,040 reported home 
Structure fires on Thanksgiving 
Which was three times the daily 
ayérage that year. 
“NFPA studies show cooking 
fires are the number one cause 
of home fires and home fire 
injuries. Hundreds of 
Americans are killed each year 
due to home cooking fires and 
thousands more are injured. 
Cooking fires also cause rough- 
ly half a billion dollars in direct 
property damage to the homes 
and the belongings inside. 

If can be y to get wrapped 
upsin entertaining guests, but it 
is important to remember to 
stay in the kitchen and monitor 
meal preparation closely as 
most cooking fires start 
beeause cooking has been left 
iundttended 

People may look to vary the 


traditional turkey entrée by 
using a turkey fryer, but due to 
the unique fire and injury haz 
ards associated with this spe 
cific piece of equipment, NFPA 
recommends against their use. 

The deep-frying cooking 
process requires that up to five 
gallons of oil be heated before 
placing the turkey into the 
device. Tests have shown that a 
number of available turkey 
fryer devices are not sturdy 
and can easily tip over, allow- 
ing hot oil to spill, creating a 
serious risk of fire or scald 
burn from contact. There also 
have been reports of turkey fry- 
ers overheating, which can also 
lead to hot oil spilling or splat 
tering outside the fryer, which 
is again a recipe for dangerous 
fires, serious injuries, and prop- 
erty 

If having fried turkey is a 
must this Thanksgiving, NFPA 
recommends that consumers 
turn to commercial sources 
where professionals will pre- 
pare their entrée with a safety 
and skill unlikely to be matched 
at home. Some supermarkets 
and restaurants accept orders 
for fried turkeys during the hol- 
iday season, 


NFPA offers detailed informa 
tion about home cooking fires. 
including advice for cooking 
safety, educational resources 
and the report entitled Home 
Cooking Fire Patterns and

Stay in the kitchen when you 
are frying, grilling, or broiling 
food. 

If you must leave the kitchen 
for even a short period of time, 
turn off the stove. 

If you are simmering, baking, 
boiling or roasting food, check 
it regularly, remain in the home 
while food is cooking, and use a 
timer to remind you thal the 
stove or oven is on. 

Keep in mind that you should 
avoid wearing loose clothing or 
dangling sleeves while cooking. 
Loose clothing can catch fire if 
it comes in contact with a gas 
flame or electric burner. 

No kids allowed 

Keep kids away from cooking 
areas by enforcing a "kid-free 
zone" of 3 feet (1 meter) around 
the stove. 

If you have young children, 
use the stove's back burners

Shopping 
safety tips 


“Black Friday,” the day after 
Thanksgiving, is historically 
one of the busiest retail shop- 
ping days of the year and many 
consider it the official begin- 
ning to the holiday season.

Lawrence Loesch, former 
NYPD Deputy Chief and GM 
for AlliedBarton Security 
Services, has crafted his top ten 
tips for safer shopping this hol- 
iday season. In order to keep 
holiday gremlins at bay, Loesch. 
recommends : 

1. Strut While You Shop - 
Thieves and predators are on 
the lookout for body language 
that conveys vulnerability. 
Criminals look for easy marks 
such as people who are 
slouched over, preoccupied or 
are fumbling with packages. 

alk confidently and be alert 

hen you maneuver through 
crowded malls and parking 
areas. 

2. Don't Shop Till You Drop - 
While Madison Avenue may say 
otherwise, security profession- 
als advise that consumers avoid 
holiday shopping fatigue. Keep 
your shopping bags in your 
sight at all times, and don't 
burden yourself with too many 
bags or packages. 

3. No Flashing - Displaying 
large sums of cash is a power- 
ful lure to greedy thieves. Use 
checks or credit cards whenev- 
er possible and never leave 
your credit card on a store 
counter. While “bling” may be 
king, avoid wearing visibly 
expensive jewelry during holi- 
day shopping jaunts. 

4. Where is Waldo or your 
Wallet and Purse? - While the 
worldwide search for Waldo 
may be fun, the same spirit of 
joy is missing when a purse or 
wallet has gone MIA. Carry 
your handbag or purse close to 
your body with the clasp or flap 
secured and facing toward you. 
Never leave your purse on a 
store counter, on the floor in a 
restroom or in a dressing room. 

5. Maintain Pack Mentality -

There is safety in numbers,’ so 
shopping with friends whenever 
possible is highly recommend- 
ed. 

6. Report Suspicious Activity 
- Report suspicious people or 
situations to mall security. Be 
aware of unusual movements or 
anyone who gets too close for 
comfort. 

7. Avoid Parking Lot 
Isolation - Chockfull of goodies 
during the holidays, parking 
lots are targeted locations for 
the theft of valuables from 
vehicles. Parking in an isolated 

Area rolls out the welcome mat 
for criminals so park near 
other vehicles or in high pedes- 
trian and vehicle traffic areas. 

8. Tuck Away Valuables - 
Criminals walk through park- 
ing lots looking for easy oppor- 
tunities, such as vehicles with 
unlocked doors or packages and 
valuables in plain sight. Don't 
be an easy target and remem- 
ber to tuck packages and valu- 
ables out of sight in your vehi- 
cle, and be certain that your 
windows are closed and your 
doors are locked 

9, Parking Lot Readiness - 
Avoid becoming an easy mark 
in the parking lot by being 
aware of noises and movements 
and having your keys in your 
hands, ready to open your vehi- 
cle. Be sure to look into the 
vehicle's front and rear seat 
before entering it, and lock 
your vehicle as soon as you get 
in. 

10. Keep Guard and Windows 
Up - If someone approaches 
your vehicle inquiring about 
directions, do not open your 
door or roll your window down. 
If you have car trouble, remain 
in your car and use a cell phone 
to call for assistance, or return 
to the mall and notify security. 

While criminals and predators 
are most prolific during the hol- 
idays, effective security precau 
tions require a conscious 
awareness of one's environ 
ment virtually every day of the 
year. Maintain vigilance, com- 
mon sense and caution and 
keep the holiday and everyday 
gremlins at bay.

Tewksbury Youth Skating Association 


President enjoying reign as numbers increase

For many towns, children take 
up: sports throughout their 
childhood to keep them busy 
and/to find things to do on mun- 
dane weekends. With many 
hoekey players however, that 
ong time want of something to 
do becomes a necessity and a 
love. This holds true for 
President of the Tewksbury 
youth skating association Jay 
O'Neill and the large group of 
youngsters he represents today. 

bast year’s season showed a 
flourish of kids attracted to the 
ice; with numbers adding to 320 
- 360, kids in the program, and 
this year should be no different. 

The year begins with the 
Learn to Skate program, which 
is ran by O'Neill himself where 
a record number of kids are 
expected to join. The initial 
amount of kids in this year's 
program was 63, which was a 
vast, improvement from a 
year’s past. With a total of 22 
weeks in the program it is 
expected for many more to join. 
In ‘the first hour coaches try 
and ‘teach the beginners, inter- 
mediate, and higher level play- 
ers ranging from many ages 
fron J and a half to 8 years old 
the fundamentals of hockey. 

"They just learned to run 
never mind skate so it is always 
a nt and yet fun teach- 
ing’ them how to get up and take 
thetr~first few strides, in the 
weeks to come we progress 
froniithere," O'Neill said. 

In the second hour, the more 
developed skaters will learn the 
basi¢ skills needed to improve 
thejr. hockey knowledge and 
develop into a strong player, all 
around, Learn to Skate is the 
stepping stone for most players 
and ¢an help a young player 
with.the confidence needed to 
improve their game. 

In total there are 16 teams in 
Tewksbury youth hockey, con- 
sisting of two midget teams, 
one, of which being the varsity 
higb,school team, two bantam 
teams, three peewee teams, 
threg. squirt teams, three mite 
teams, and two intermediate 
mite)squads. The talent of these 
teams has flourished up to the 
tops,of their divisions in many 
ways. Each A team, the best of 
the groups teams, are in the 
highest division in terms of 
competitiveness. 


No matter what team the 
child is on, the time to be on the 
ice and playing the game they 
love will not be difficult. Each 
team on a usual week can see 
four to five hours of ice. A game 
in both leagues, dual state and 
valley, are typically on the 
docket, as well as one practice, 
and a skills and power skating 
session given to all age groups 
by the association. Any team 
will generally see 50 to 60 
games a year and expect to be 
on the ice for more than 100 
hours in the season. 

Without great coaching a 
child can become lost in their 
hockey knowledge, and thank- 
fully that is one problem the 
Redmen Association does not 
have to worry about. Surely, 
most coaches will follow their 
child up the plateau from mites 
to midgets and leave when their 
time is done, but new coaches 
are on the brink and are begin- 
ning to make their mark in the 
organization. 

"We have a good core of 
coaches learning to become the 
best they can be in teaching 
and coordinating their talents 
to their teams", explained 
O'Neil 

The requirements to become a 
coach is not easy, 
Massachusetts hockey and USA 
hockey have constructed 
requirements needed for all 
coaches. With a level one 
coaching patch, a person is 
enabled to teach learn to skate 
and instructional mites. A level 
3 is needed for coaching from 
mites and further up. To the 
appreciation of the organiza- 
tion mostly all Tewksbury 
coaches, have, completed those 
requirements and are develop- 
ing the young talents they look 
after. 

In the Midget Division the A 
team is made up of part of the 
varsity hockey team as they 
prepare for the grueling sched- 
ule they set to embark upon in 
their upcoming high school sea- 
son. The importance of having 
a talent such as the high school 
team in the program is undeni- 
able. For young players it is 
important to understand that it 
was Tewksbury youth hockey in 
one way or another helped form 
the majority of those talents in 
the highest level. 

"I think the high school hock- 
ey team coming back into the 


peace 
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midget level is one of the best 
things to happen to this system. 
Coming back and playing at 
Midget High School gets them 
to jell early on and ready for 
the high school season, " said 
O'Neill 

As president O’Neill, as_any 
other leader, must find ways to 
improve this already impres- 
sive organization. Since he 
began TYSA has implemented 
changes that previous beards 
and presidents have tried to do, 
but were a step away from com- 
pleting. One of those comple- 
tions that have showed 
progress is the foundation of 
committees such as tourna- 
ment and discipline commit- 
tees. These groups are a place 
where hockey decisions can be 
made and then those plans and 
actions can be shown and 
reported to the board without 
the need for strenuous hours of 
debate and rhetoric.

Pupils and was reported to be 
4n excellent teacher. 

‘Much of the account of this con- 
treversy was not recorded, other 
than.in the copy of two “broad- 
sides” published by the men in 
the- argument. There was no 
newspaper in town at that time, 
so @ach man had a sheet giving 
his position printed. 

The first sheet was printed on 
Nov; 20, 1856 by the town clerk, 
William H. Carter, later known as 
“Bill Hen One” after another man 
of the same name moved to town. 
Carter lived on what is now High 
Street, in the house now owned by 
the:Perdicaro family. He was a 
brother to Cyrus Carter, whose 
wife, Sarah D. J. Carter left a 
fund to the town to establish a 
lecture series, which continues to 
this day. 

Carter accused the selectmen of 
failing to provide the money to 
pay bills for the high school. He 
set out, “to explain my reasons 
for withholding the order of pay- 
ment. to the teacher and also to 
explain all that has seemed mys- 
terious in my course in relation to 
this matter.” He reports that the 
town meeting had voted to raise 
$1000 for schooling, and further 


voted $375 of the same to paying 
the expenses of a high school, 
provided $125 was raised by sub- 
scription for the same object. 
Much of the controversy hinged 
on whether that $125 had been 
raised. But there were underlying 
issues, some having to do with 
officials holding multiple offices. 
Carter wrote that he was one of 
those chosen for a committee to 
bring that into effect, and at its 
second meeting, the committee 
voted him as treasurer. However, 
the committee received no money 
from the town, and no money had 
been paid to the teacher. 


He said that Cyrus Adams had 
called upon him in June saying 
his credit was suffering in Lowell 
for the stock he had used in fit- 
ting up the schoolroom. Mr. C. 
Morrill also called upon him with 
a complaint against the commit- 
tee, stating that they paid no bills, 
and that “the society” would lock 
up the room if the committee 
were not more faithful in their 


engagements. 
It is to be presumed that the 
“society” was the church. 


Cadwallader Morrill was the 
grandson of Rev. Isaac Morrill, 
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WHS born 150 years ago 


Carter wrote a recommendation 
that the person who applied for 
the funds to be paid to the 
teacher. present his bill to the 
selectmen for approval. The bill 
was presented to a majority of 
the board. One of the selectmen 
approved it without bothering to 
examine it and see whether the 
provisions granting the same had 
been complied with. The chair- 
man, though, refused to act at all 
on the matter, pleading that it 
was case over which he had no 
control. 

“This seemed to me to be most 
extraordinary ground for one of 
the fathers of the town to take,” 
wrote Carter, “for I contend that 
the selectmen are the only per- 
sons empowered by the town to 
act in matters of this nature. And 
I look at it as a gross neglect of 
duty on his part in not hearing 
and determining this case when 
applied to.” 

Six weeks later, Lemuel Cobb 
Eames published a reply. Eames 
was a selectman, later a state 
representative. He lived on 
Woburn Street opposite the end of 
Wildwood Street. The house today 
is the Wolff home. 

The selectmen in 1856 were 
Eames, James Gowing and Isaac

berries. There were several 
bogs in town, producing large 
crops of cranberries, until the 
mid-1800s when a cranberry 
blight stopped things cold. 

Then in 1876, Drs. Henry and 
Frances Hiller arrived in town. 
They built a beautiful house on 
Main Street. Among their land 
holdings was the bog that was 
later filled in to become Rotary 
Park. Mrs. Hiller developed that 
bog into a cranberry bog. 

The local farmers quietly 
chuckled, believing she would 
lose money, After all, the cran- 
berry blight had wiped out the 
plants. 

The outcome was exactly the 
opposite. The blight had subsided, 
as there were no plants to support 
it. And with nobody else growing 
cranberries, Mrs. Hiller made 
money. She put up a building on 
Middlesex Avenue, where a 
Scottish woodworker built two 
magnificent caskets for her and 
her husband. It was there that the 
crates were stored and the cran- 
berries crated. It was later made 
into an apartment house, and was 
torn down about five years ago. 
Mrs. Hiller would sit near the 
building under a parasol, watch- 
ing the Italian women from North

tunate as other people. If you 
can help them out, why not?” 

Regina LeBlanc, one of the 
newer members, joined the group 
two years ago and upholds the 
tradition of helping others that 
was so important to her beloved 
mother Rita DePasquale, a for- 
mer longtime WCF member. 

LeBlanc said, “I got involved to 
carry on the work that my moth- 
er did. It's been two years now 
and I really enjoy it.

Woburn pick her cranberries. 

Harry Deming wrote a histori- 
cal piece about 1930, and reported 
that in 1885, Mrs, Hiller made 
$5,537 from the sale of cranber- 
ries, 

In the Twentieth Century, a cou- 
ple of bogs remained. Probably 
the best-known cranberry bog 
was on Shawsheen Avenue, locat- 
ed between Blanchard Road and 
Wilton Drive, where Lubbers 
Brook crosses. The land is still 
vacant today, but is no longer in 
production. It was last harvested 
in the early 1970s bY the Lowell 
Cranberry Company 

That bog was se echaalty two. On 
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the left side of Shawsheen 
Avenue, facing toward Billerica, 
was a pond that could be dammed 
to hold a large amount of water. 
Across the street was the actual 
cranberry bog. In the fall, as cold 
weather approached, water would 
be released from the upper bog 
into the lower bog. The water 
would protect the cranberry 
plants from freezing. The cran- 
berries are picked in late fall. 
Downstream on Lubbers Brook, 
near the present Town Hall, was 
Winn's Bog. There is a sign on 
Glen Road that just calls it the 
Glen Road Berry Bog. The Winn 
family kept it clear of brush and 
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Damon. 

Of Carter's statement, Eames 
wrote: “It is evident, from a care- 
ful examination of his whole 
statement, that to no one is his 
own course more ‘mysterious’ 
than to himself.” He charged that 
Carter cited only a part of the 
action of the town, labored hard 
for an argument using incidental 
evidence not related to a single 
point at issue. 

“And all this for the single and 
sole purpose of raising a doubt 

as to whether the conditions of 
the town . . . had been fulfilled or 
not.” 

Eames wrote that Carter, as 
town clerk, had all the legal evi. 
dence there is respecting the will, 
object and design of the town - 
then to relieve himself of that 
portentous “doubt” existing in his 
mind, he refers the whole subject 
to the selectmen as to what con- 
stitutes the raising of $125 by sub- 
scription; which, when decided, 
he thinks, would determine the 
fact of an appropriation by the 
town for the high school. 

Eames wrote that the members 
of the School Committee knew 
the terms of the town vote, that 
they had $375 to spend on the 
school, provided that $125 was 


harvested the cranberries. 

At the upper end of the bog the 
Winns built a cottage for the care- 
taker, and for storage of cranber- 
ry boxes prior to picking season. 
It later became the home of the 
Harry Miller family, for whom 
Miller Road is named. 

Other locations in town where 
cranberries were grown include 
an area off Chestnut Street, near 
the Woburn line. There were also 
two bogs in the area between 
Glendale Circle and Shady Lane 
Drive. And in the area just east of 
Hathaway Acres in North 
Wilmington was a bog cultivated 
by someone in the Brown family, 
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raised by subscription. The com- 
mittee and the town were two dis- 
tinct parties, and the selectmen 
should not come between them. 

“If the town clerk finds himself 
involved in any 'mystery' let HIM 
look to his own official stations 
and duties,” Eames wrote. 

The high school closed in 1859 
after the town meeting appropri- 
ated no money for it. Wilmington 
High School was established 
some years later. The first build-

ing constructed specifically to 
house Wilmington High School 
was built in 1888, and was later 
known as the Center School. It 
was torn down about 30 years 
ago. It stood next to the school- 
house now known as the Fourth 
of July Building. 

Carter's daughter, Maria, born 
in 1858, later established a pri- 
vate school in her father's house. 
William H. Carter died in 1904 at 
the age of 90.

26-0. 

“They obviously want to beat 
us and we want to beat them,” 
said Wildeat head coach Bob 
Almeida. “We're 5-5 in the rival- 
ry in the 10 years that we've 
been here so of course I'd like 
us to win to have the edge and 
we'd like to win so we have a 
strong finish to our season. But 
we have a ton of respect for 
Tewksbury, their coaches and 
their kids.

adults, his teammates and 
classmates and he’s just a very 
special kid. He’s a great kid to 
be around. He’s always upbeat, 
he's never negative.

“They are pretty balanced 
with (their formations) and we 
know they will throw the entire 
kitchen sink at us, We have to 
be disciplined.” 

Neither team will be advanc- 
ing to the playoffs after 
Thursday's game is over. But 
for both teams, playing in front 
of the number of fans seen at 
the playoff games, is something 
they'll never forget. 

“It’s the same every year,” 
said Almeida. “The way the for- 
mat is in Massachusetts you 
have all of these other sports 
teams that make it to the play- 
offs every year and they can 
say this or that about making it 
so many years in a row. If foot- 
ball was the same format as the 
other sports, we would have 
made it 11 years in a row. But 
with the format we have, if we 
trip up one time we're not in 
the playoffs. 

“We've had one 11-0 team in 10 
years and we had one league 
loss six different years and 
that's pretty tough. So for us, 
we look at the Tewksbury game 
as our Super Bowl.”

Standing up against a white 
painted wall inside the Cushing 
mnasium, Wildcat senior 
vin, Cavanaugh had sweat 
pouring down his face. He was 
asked about what he’d like to 
happen during Thursday's 
Thanksgiving Game besides 
‘the obvious of the Wildcats 
, pulling off a victory. The 5- 
foot-10, 215-pound back-up cen- 
ter answered “I don’t really 
care how much I get into the 
,game just as long as we win. 
‘One of my cousins is on the 
Tewksbury team, Conor 
* Flanagan, and I'd like to play a 
down against him.” 

When it comes to football, 
Cavanaugh has kept everything 
‘very simple. But when it comes 
to life, things haven't been all 
that simple for him. When he 
was a child he was diagnosed 
with  Sarciodiosis, — which 
“involves inflammation that 
produces tiny lumps of cells in 
various organs in your body.” 
The condition can affect all 
kinds of areas in one’s body, 
and for Cavanaugh he lived 
most of his childhood blind. 

Then later during the middle 
school years the condition 
ended up in his brain causing 
him to take chemotherapy for 
over two years. 

After starting to feel much 
better after his sophomore 
year, Cavanaugh took on the 
daunting task of putting on the 
pads, the helmet and the cleats 
and playing the game he truly 
loves for the program he truly 
loves. 

After being all but blind four 
to five years ago, and going 
through the tremendous 
endeavor of chemotherapy just 
three years ago, today 
Cavanaugh plays the most vio- 
lent sport in America. And 
Thursday will mark the final 
time he’ll get a chance to play. 

“Kevin's really an inspira- 
tional kid to all of us,” said 
Wildcat head coach Bob 
Almeida. “I know in my life, 
Wilmington football ranks num- 

. ber one is means so much to 
. me and it’s been a huge part of 
my life for the past 1 years. It 
gives you great pleasure know- 
ing that there’s a kid who loves 
Wilmington football just as 


snaps the odds of playing 


much as I do. To know Kevin 
loves being a part of the pro- 
gram that much just warms 
your heart. 

“Kevin has worked his tail off 
between lifting, running and 
preparing for this season. He's 
gone through injuries. He’s had 
this chronic back problem all 
season and there’s some days 
when he can do it, and some 
days where he can’t. But he's 
just so inpiring to all of us 
because he wants to be there so 
badly. I had him in class during 
sixth, seventh and eighth grade 
and I tell you he’s a great kid. 
It was so heartbreaking to see 
him get sick. 

“All of his teachers loved him, 
and surely it would have been 
enough for any kind who went 
through what he did just to get 
back to school on an everyday 
basis. But that wasn’t enough 
for Kevin. He wanted to get 
back to school and play foot- 
ball. 

“I think it takes a very special 
person to do what he has done 
and it’s just remarkable that 
he’s been able to come back 
and play. I know he’s going to 
carry these football memories 
with him for the rest of his life 
and we will too.” 

During his middle school 
days, his condition was awful 
He would miss a lot of school 
and see doctors upon doctors. 

“(My condition is) a million 
times better,” he said. “In mid- 
dle school I had to miss three 
years of school, three years of 
football and three years of 
hanging out with my friends. 

“I've been off chemotherapy 
for over two years, I’ve been off 
all of the medications for the 
last year and it’s just been a 
complete improvement. It’s 
just been really great to play 
this year.” 

It was during the hot days of 
August when — everything 
seemed to come together for 
Cavanaugh, who has already 
been accepted to UMass Lowell 
and Salem State and plans of 
applying to several other 
schools with plans of getting a 
degree in criminal justice. 

“I think it was the second day 
of practice during double ses- 
sions, I was sitting there just 
thinking ‘wow this is my senior 
year and I’m going to get

Wilmington 13, Tewksbury 3 

This was my sophomore year 
at Tewksbury High School. I 
was probably fifth string on the 
tackle depth chart, but I had a 
prime sideline seat at the coro- 
nation of another Fred 


Bellissimo coached Wildcat 
" juggernaut 
"The Wildcats were led again 
by halfback Mike Esposito, 
‘undoubtedly the greatest player 
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in the school’s history. Espo is 
a WHS legend, but he had plen- 
ty of help on this day. Fullback 
Dick Gillis gained 80 yards on 
12 carries; quarterback Billy 
Gustus connected with Rick 
Smalledge on a 40 yard touch- 
down pass; and Steve Coursey 
along with Espo intercepted 
Ted Casey passes. 

Wildcat Mark Jepson, soon to 
be a star in his own right, 
returned the opening kickoff in 
front of over 5,000 Wilmington 
fans. I'd never seen that many 
high school football fans togeth- 
er in one place. I was in awe of 
Esposito (97 yards, 20 carries) 
on this morning. And I was 
very afraid of coach Fred 
Bellissimo. 1 was still afraid of 
him two years later when he 
was my coach in the Lowell 
Charities All-Star Game. 

The fifth stringer from 1970 
had come a long way, but I 
would never come close to the 
prowess of all these burly, 
bearded Wildcats, 

This Wilmington victory 
helped Wildcat fans forget an 
upset at Tewksbury just one 
year earlier, when linebacker 
Joe Hanley and tackle Charlie 
Roux stunned a WHS team that 
finished 6-2-1. 

In 1970 Tewksbury had talent- 
ih players in quarterback 

ey (the biggest and 
est high school QB that I 
ever saw) along with tight end- 
kicker John Stotik, who toed a 
22-yard field goal in the 1970 
loss. 

But it wasn’t nearly enough. 
This was the greatest WHS foot- 
ball team of all time. Recently 
inducted into the school’s Hall 
of Fame, the undefeated, Class 
C Champions scored 315 points 
that season while allowing only 
27, for an average of just three 
points per game. Amazing. 

Tewksbury took some solace 
in the fact that this was the 
tightest game that Wilmington 
played all season. 

The Wildcats roared through 
a streak that saw them ham- 
mering North Andover (55-0), 
Methuen (35-0), Dracut (21-0) 
and Burlington (41-0). 

Wildcat Boosters Club 
President Jack Cushing pre- 
sented the Tewksbury-Wilming- 
ton Elks Trophy to Esposito, 
Gillis and Bellissimo, As usual, 
Fred looks scary in the photo 
that appeared in the Town 
Crier.

This is a player recollection 
here. Yes, Chelmsford native 
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and current media star Gerry 
Callahan isn’t the only sports- 
writer with Thanksgiving mem- 
ories as a player. I was in and 
out of the starting lineup all 
season, as coach Bob 
Vadeboncouer fiddled with dif- 
ferent schemes and rotated 
sophomores in and out of the 
defensive line. 

Early in my senior season I 
was simply lousy, but on this 
frigid Thanksgiving morning in 
Wilmington, something was dif- 
ferent. 

Often, a performance in this 
game can make a kid’s high 
school football career, all but 
wiping out forgettable memo- 
ries with one good one. 

This was my day to remem- 
ber, despite the loss. Tewksbury 
won only two games that sea- 
son, often fumbling and falter- 
ing in the final minutes of 
games, blowing leads all along 
the way. This morning was no 
different. We led. We fumbled. 
We finally lost to a superior 
Wilmington team. 

Is that what I remember the 
most? Nope. I can’t tell you 
who many of the Wilmington 
players were on this day, but I 
can tell you that at middle 
guard I played on the head of a 
talented Wilmington center by 
the name of Dean. TMHS’ 
assistant coach John Perreault 
basically let my read the cen- 
ter’s head and roam on this 
morning - sometimes dropping 
off into the middle of the field 
to protect against the pass. 

It was a blast. I was all over 
the field, and afterwards the 
Wilmington center patted me 
on the back and said that I was 
the best player that he had 
faced all season. I think he 
meant it. 

I know my poor mother meant 
it when she told me afterwards 
that she’d never been so cold in 
her life. It was well below zero 
that morning. 

Teammate Kevin Jarnigan 
was named Tewksbury’s MVP 
at the high school dance that 
night for his great play at line- 
backer. Perreault told me that 
night that he voted for me. I 
believed him. That's all I 
remember. 

The next Thanksgiving I was 
covering Tewksbury football for 
the Town Crier as an 18-year- 
old college freshman.

On this day Fay rushed for 138 
yards and two touchdowns, as 
TMHS assistants Gary Ballou, 
Connie Barry and Joe 
DelGrosso helped to prepare 
the team after 10-year-old Tom 
Aylward (now a Tewksbury 
freshmen coach) suffered a 
pair of strokes earlier in the 
month. 

Tom would later go on to play 
at TMHS as did brothers Brian 
and Rob, helping to lead the 
Redmen football tradition of 
excellence into the 1980's. 

‘Tewksbury was 8-1-0 entering 
this game, while the Wildcats 
had slumped to 4-5-0. The 
Redmen went on to lose to 
undefeated Winthrop in their 
first-ever Super Bowl appear- 
ance at Boston College. Jeff 
Vecchi followed his brother 
Dennis as the TMHS’ quarter- 
back; and the fullback was 
Todd DiRocco, who greeted me 
at the gate when I returned to 
writing about Redmen football 
this season. 

The late Jim Brooks’ house 
was designated ‘Super Bowl 
Headquarters’ for the team and 
their fans, as coach Aylward 
fulfilled a promise that he had 
made two years earlier-that he 
would bring a Super Bowl to 
Tewksbury. Thankfully, Jim 
Brooks lived long enough to see 
it.

This game was played in a 
swirling snowstorm at

had given his team a 6-0 lead 
with a six yard TD toss to Peter 
Campbell.

, I'm sure that I probably omit- 
*'ted your favorite Tewksbury- 
‘ Wilmington contest, and for 
. that, I apologize. Everything 

about this tradition recollection 

is subjective and very open to 
debate. But, that’s what makes 
this rivalry one of the most 
heated in Massachusetts. 
T’ve left out some scores and 
details I'm sure, and there are 
‘a couple of final thoughts that I 
shouldn’t neglect to mention. 

» The year was 1987, and 
‘Tewksbury football was very 
! mediocre and Wilmington was 

‘really struggling both in num- 

bers and victories. The 

‘Redmen were suffering 
' through a six game (0-5-1) win- 

ess streak going into that 

morning, and Wilmington had 
‘just one victory after going 
winless the previous season. 
The game was typical of 
Tjnany Thanksgiving contests, 
| in that the abilities of the 
| teams were not memorable; but 
| the people playing were. If you 
| were related to or knew one of 
| the kids on either team, that 
'

made sitting through a score- 
less tie very worthwhile. 

I was lucky enough to coach a 
| couple of the 1987 TMHS’ play- 
| ers at the Pee Wee Pop Warner 
| football level. That was back 
| when the town still played in 
| the Pop Warner program. 
| It’s called Youth Football now, 
| and the program is very good. 
| But, back before Jay Rideout 
| and Scott Blades played for this 

1987 TMHS team, the were Pop 


Warner Cherokees. I was an 
assistant coach for that team, 
helping out Scott Blades’ dad, 
the late great Eddie Blades. 
Jay and Scott were undersized 
as Cherokees, and when they 
played in this game they were 
still a might small. They both 
played with characteristic 
Tewksbury smarts and guts, 
and that’s what I remember 
the most. 

As I was reporting on this 
game back on Thanksgiving 
1987. I recalled coach Blades 
telling me to say something 
that might inspire our little 
Cherokees to the game winning 
touchdown. If we scored on this 
last second goal line dive, we 
would win and pull off a huge 
upset. 

‘The pressure was on. Jay was 
the quarterback and Scotty 
was his center. I gathered all 11 
kids together, and thought to 
myself, what exactly would 
inspire a group of 8 to 10 year- 
olds to win this game ? 

“Listen up," I said sharply. "If 
we score a touchdown and win 
this game, coach Blades is tak- 
ing everyone to Burger King." I 
jogged back to the sideline con- 
fident in my strategy. 

"What did you tell them ?" 
asked head coach Eddie. "Wait 
a minute, you'll see," I said. 

The team broke the huddle 
and Scotty led the offense in a 
slow, rolling chant of "Burger 
King....Burger King......Burger 
King!" just before the ball was 
snapped. 

"What the hell is that !" bel- 
lowed Blades, "Good strategy, 
huh coach ?" I couldn't wipe 
the grin off my face for days. 
Eddie emptied his wallet for 
lunch that day. 

I don’t remember who scored 
the winning touchdown, but I 
remember the kids’ reaction 
when they realized that we 
were headed for Burger King. | 
remembered that Jay Rideout 
and Scott Blades, now high 
schoolers, were once 
Cherokees. And on_ that 
Thanksgiving morning they 
were Redmen playing 
Wilmington in one of the great 
traditional rivalries. 

These memories are not 
sparked by victories and cham- 
pionships. These mornings help 
me to remember the young 
people that I played with, 
coached, and finally wrote 
about for many years. 

I might be hip and trendy in 
my own mind at times, but on 
Thanksgiving morning I’m just 
a boring, old softy. A tradition- 
alist at heart. I guess that’s the 
way it will always be. Enjoy the 
game and the ‘young people 
who continue to make memo- 
ries and fire up the Tewksbury 
vs. Wilmington tradition

It also didn't hurt that Larry 
Cushing just happened to be on 
the job at the same time. 

"Being a part of the 
Wilmington High School tradi- 
tion had a lot to do with my 
decision to take this job," 
remembers Harrison. "When I 
stopped coaching in '92 and this 
job came along, I decided that I 
wanted to get back into athlet- 
ics." 

He left behind many memo- 
rable Thanksgiving contests, 
but that doesn't mean that he 
still doesn't sit back in his 
office and scan his wall and his 
files for the games and the 
names that keep those morn- 
ings flooding back. 

"I remember I took over a 
head coach in 1982 when John 
Ritchie took ill after the first 
couple of games,” said 
Harrison. “I was the defensive 
coordinator and John ran the 
offense. My first full year as 
head coach was 1983, and I 
remember we had four coaches 
for the junior varsity and varsi- 
ty teams.” 

That's a far cry from today, 
when high school coaching 
staffs can sometimes reach 
double figures. Harrison seems 
to recall those first two seasons 
most fondly, when the Wildcats 
were still competitive in the 
face of dwindling enrollment 
numbers and the tough compe- 
tition in the Merrimack Valley 
Conference. 

“We were 7-3 in 1982 when we 
lost to Tewksbury 7-0 when they 
had a big running back that 
just killed us,” said Harrison. 

The next season Harrison 
recalls one of the wildest 
games in the series' history. 

"My first full year (1983) was- 
n't a great year record wise (5- 
41), but we played in some 
great games, and the 
Tewksbury game was a good 
one,” said Harrison. {In the 
first quarter of that game they 
ran one of those trick plays for 
a touchdown when they kind of 
caught us sleeping. The next 
thing you know they're com- 
pleting a 77 yard screen pass 
down the sideline." 

The Wildcats were far from 
finished in that contest, howev- 
er. 

"The captains that year were 
Dean Athanasia, Gerry 
Sullivan (later to be WHS' head 
coach) and Paul Caizzi," 
Harrison recalls. "Athanasia, 
who was 6-3, 190, just put on a 
show in the game and we 
scored 35 straight points to win, 
35-21. 

“That game we just put it all 
together. We won that year and 
the next year, and we didn't win 
that game again until 1991." 

Athanasia went on to Yale, a 
good example of a standout ath- 
lete who managed to find time 
to crack the books. 

Two years later weather was a 
big factor in the game. 

"In that 1985 snowstorm game 
we lost 7-6 at Tewksbury,” 
recalled Harrison. “Anthony 
Cutone was an all-scholastic 
running back and Peter 
Campbell (Leo's brother) and 
Ed Shelley were the captains. 
We were 446 that year and Rob 
Aylward (now TMHS offensive 
coordinator) was the 
‘Tewksbury quarterback. 

“Chris Athanasia (Dean's 
younger brother), who almost 
qualified for the Olympics 
throwing the javelin, also went 
to Yale and was our quarter- 
back that year." 

Later on in the rivalry the 
Wilmington numbers took a hit, 
but did Harrison, his coaching

staff bail out and call the caval- 
ry? Hardly. 

“Nineteen-eighty-nine was 
another memorable year for us, 
"Harrison notes with pride. "We 
started with just 25 kids that 
year and we finished that sea- 
son playing 17 kids. No one ever 
came off the field. We beat 
Lowell that year, and on 
Thanksgiving we lost, but we 
had a lot of opportunities. 

“We had some tough injuries 
early that season, and that was 
the year that the town lost the 
Pop Warner program and our 
numbers started going down." 

Losing in the face of adversity 
often complicates any competi- 
tive situation, but Harrison and 
the Wildcats took a healthy atti- 
tude of hanging tough. It might 
have helped that Harrison and 
a member of his coaching staff, 
Jim Tildsley, were playing 
when the Wildcats were becom- 
ing the proverbial bullies on the 
block. 

"I played for Fred Bellissimo 
(1966-68) and Jimmy (Tildsley) 
was the quarterback and I was 
an end," remembers the WHS 
AD. 

Not only was Harrison 
coached by a legend, he played 
with one, 

"Mike Esposito was a sopho- 
more when I was a senior,” said 
Harrison. “Esposito, Dick 
Gillis (fullback) and Rick 
Smallidge (quarterback) made 
us look like All-Americans. We 
were seniors at the time and 
they were sophomores, and 
they were all great players.” 

Harrison still marvels at the 
natural ability of Esposito, the 
Wilmington High School legend 
at running back. 

"He could do anything that he 
wanted to do on the football 
field,” noted Harrison. “We 
were blessed again because we 
also had Dick Gillis at fullback. 
And Eddie Gillis was one of the 
captains- he was just a stud at 
defensive tackle. In 1970 they 
were all seniors and I remem- 
ber they scored a ton of points." 

‘Three-hundred and fifteen to 
be exact. A couple of weeks ago 
that team was inducted into the 
Wilmington High School Hall of 
Fame. Not bad. 

So that winning attitude 
among players with character 
did indeed help Harrison and 
the football team battle back 
until a coach with that attitude 
came along and other circum- 
stances slowly righted them- 
selves

Almeida took over in 1996, the 
team enjoyed the move from 
the MVC to the Cape Ann 
League, Pop Warner came back 
strong, and Friday Night 
Lights made its' Wilmington 


“Our numbers 
low in the 90's," says Harrison. 
"But then Bob came on and he 
started out like a ball of fire. 
He's never had a losing season, 
and he was undefeated in his 
first year until we played North 
Andover. I think he's done a 
great job here. 

“When a program wins, the 
number (of players) goes up. 
Football is definitely a sport 
where you need those num- 
bers." 

Almeida was the first to say 
that Harrison has been a big 
influence on his coaching 
career. 

“The first thing about Eddie is 
that he’s a great friend,” said 
Almeida. “Yeah he was the for- 
mer football coach here but he 
bleeds blue and is just so com- 
mitted to his work. He's the 
best athletic director that I've 
come across in my many years 
of being involved with sports. 

“Jimmy (Gillis) has helped 
him in so many ways with his 
great experience. The thing 
about Eddie is that he’s always 
there for me and all of his 
coaches. He gets paid short. 
amount of money for the 
amount of hours he puts in to 
the job. 

“He does everything at 100 
percent and he’s always there 
standing by you as long as you 
are doing the right thing as a 
coach, caring for the kids and 
coach in a right manner, And 
it’s nice to have someone 
always there for you. 

“I go to him a lot for advice 
and never once does he try to 
force his opinion down your 
throat. He offers advice. I 
would think that people across 
the state would love to have him 
as their athletic director. I 
think he’s the best.” 

Winning helped the natural 
progression towards fan sup- 
port and big time events on the 
Friday nights under the lights. 
Wildcat football has been play- 
ing Friday nights for several 
seasons now thanks largely to 
the efforts of the late Larry 
McGrath, who was also recent- 
ly inducted into the school's 
Hall of Fame. 

“Larry McGrath, when he 
worked for Keane Lighting, 
helped get us those lights for 


nothing. All we had to do was 
install them. Larry was instru- 
mental in the start of Friday 
night football in Wilmington," 
notes Harrison, 

Of course you need great ath- 
letes to compete, and one of the 
best recently was remembered 
by Harrison. 

"(Quarterback) Joe Herra 
was probably the best athlete 
that I've ever had the opportu- 
nity to enjoy watching," praises 
Harrison. "He did things on the 
football field that you just can't 
teach. I would say that he's the 
best player in the Bob Almeida 
era." 

Harrison remembers the 
coaches, past and present, and 
respects all of them. He takes 
his passion for working with 
young athletes from certain 
very respected Wilmington 
mentors. 

"Fred Bellissimo gave me my 
chance. I came to Wilmington 
when Bob Aylward left to go to 
Tewksbury (1975). I took Bob's 
physical education job here and 
Fred asked me to be his assis: 
tant.” 

Even back in the glory days, 
the Wildcats didn't always have 
a lot of players dressed for the 
games on Saturday afternoons. 

"Fred and John Ritchie his 
torically dressed about 45 kids," 
remembers Harrison. “But 
we've always had kids that 
really wanted to play." 

Now Wilmington almost dou 
bles that number of players on 
the junior varsity and ity 
teams. 

Wilmington football and 
Harrison know that they will 
need all the solid players they 
can muster Thursday morning 
against an ever-improving 
Tewksbury team. 

"Tewksbi got a great pro- 
gram. This is going to be a very 
interesting game this year," 
predicts —_ Harrison. I'm 
extremely happy for (head 
coach) Brian (Aylward) and 
his team. He's had some great 
wins this year. He will do what 
ever it t to win. He's like 
the old man ~ he will work 100 
hours if he has to. This is going 
to be a great game." 

It's virtually impossible to 
doubt the ability of such a class 
act to come out on top. So don't 
even try to route against 
Harrison and his rock-solid ver 
sion of Wildcat Pride. The num 
bers are back. And so is the 
respect

The TMHS coaching staff 
practically lives together 
through the football season. On 
a recent Saturday following an 
early morning practice, Brian 
Aylward and his staff were 
ready for a day of football that 
included film breakdown fol- 
lowed by an afternoon of 
watching the Michigan-Ohio 
State game and some time for 
a pulled pork-beef brisket 
lunch. The dining area of 
course was the inner-sanctum 
of the James Brooks 
Fieldhouse. Where else would 
a football family dine? Silly 
question. 

The senior Aylward is now a 
granddad to seven Alyward 
youngsters. They all live in 
Tewksbury. They've all learned 
from the man they call ‘Lefty’. 
Brian, his brothers and his sec- 
ond family (his coaching staff, 
naturally) seem to feed off the 
60-year-old Aylward’s legacy, 
relishing the pressure and 
passing on their father’s life 
lessons to the current crop of 
TMHS players. 

“My father developed a 
“Tewksbury is tough’ mentali- 
ty, it was always David. vs. 
Goliath,” offers the TMHS’ 
coach. “The same challenges 
that my father faced are still 
here. We just try to maintain 
those life lessons and football 
lessons that he instilled in me 
and my brothers. We all try to 
perpetuate those lessons in 
another generation of 
Tewksbury athletes.” 

Brian’s Dad is not just a spe- 
cial coach, but a special man 
as well. Just ask his son. 

“As a person, he’s such a spe- 
cial guy. He’s taught us no dif- 
ferent life lessons than he's 
taught anybody else,” said 
Brian. “It’s been to our benefit 
to have those lessons taught to 
us 24,hours a day, seven days a 
week. Whatever job or position 
he's in, he’s always been total- 
ly focused on the people that 
he’s with and the job that he 
has to do. When you're home, 
you focus on your kids, when 
you're coaching football, you 
focus on football.” 

The Aylward’s certainly have 
enough family to focus on. 
‘Lefty’ is the grandfather to a 
clan that now numbers seven. 
Brian and his wife Mary's 
quartet of John (10-years-old), 
Amanda (8), Shane (5) and 
Braydon (1); Rob and wife 
Kathy have three-year old son 
Jake; and Tom and his wife 
Cathy are the parents of Lexie 
(seven-years-old) and three- 
year-old Timmy.

like ‘Lefty’ always leaves plen- 
ty of time for both his brother's 
families as well as his own 
kids. 

“We're fortunate to be able to 
spend as much time together 
as we do,” he emphasizes. “As 
families grow older, they some- 
times tend to relocate and sep- 
arate. We've been so fortunate 
to be able to stay together. 
Everybody lives in Tewksbury 
and we've been able to stay 
connected through the football 
program. We're thankful that 
all of our kids can spend so 
much time with my parents.” 

The strong family connection 
has definitely relieved some of 
the pressure that goes with 
replacing a TMHS’ coaching 
legend. 

“The whole coaching staff 
shares in that pressure,” says 
Aylward. “That was a tough 
decision to take this job at such 
a young age. I just try to give 
my best all the time. It’s more 
a perception that other people 
have that I’m trying to get out 
from under my father's shad- 
ow. That was a very different 
point in the history of this pro- 
gram.” 

And what a history it became 
after Aylward took over in 
1975, replacing Bob 
Vadeboncouer and immediate- 
ly fueling the Redmen with 
fiery enthusiasm after several 
years of gridiron indifference. 
That's when the Aylward con- 
nection developed the blue- 
print for what Brian calls ‘the 
typical Tewksbury kid.’ 

“The typical Tewksbury kid is 
a kid with a blue collar work 
ethic,” admits Brian with stan- 
dard Aylward pride. “The 
Tewksbury kid has blinders on 
with regard to the size, skill 
and speed of the opponent, and 
gives 100 percent of themselves 
on the practice field and in the 
game. A kid that will always 
take a run at the opponent. 
We've always tried to mold the 
kids into that mentality.” 

This season that mentality 
has helped the team rally for 
upset victories over 
Chelmsford and Dracut. But 
Brian Aylward won't rest on 
those laurels. 

“We're certainly proud of 
those two wins, but right now 
we're just really focused on 
this game in Wilmington 
Thursday ‘ morning,” admits 
the TMHS’ coach. “The two 
upsets were great, but there 
are a couple of games that we 
wish we had another crack 
at.”. 

Of course with every 
Thanksgiving morning there 
are those memories, both of 
family and football, and with 
this brood the two are virtually 
always side-by-side. Coach 
Aylward looks back on his 1985 
Thanksgiving when he was a 
player on perhaps the greatest 
Tewksbury High School foot- 
ball team of all time. 

“The 1985 game we played 
here in Tewksbury in a snow- 
storm against Tony Cutone and 
we won 7-6 to go to the Super 
Bowl that year,” recalled 
Brian. “That was a tremen- 
dous memory. Then in my 
sophomore year we lost at 
Wilmington, 9-7. I can remem- 
ber Brian Moon catching an 
option pass for a touchdown. 
Shawn Blades made a couple 
of big defensive stops and 
Brian Dick made a big catch 


early in the game. This was a 
tough, hard-nosed game.” 

Tewksbury and the Aylward 
family would like to wipe out 
the memory of three straight 
losses to the Wildcats with a 
win at Wilmington’s Alumni 
Stadium on Thursday morning. 

“The most vivid memories 
are always of the games that 
you didn’t win rather than the 
games that you won some- 
times, offers Aylward. “That's 
what drives you to be a com- 
petitor.” 

What drives the Aylwards is 
obviously not always victory. 
Family. Togetherness. People 
who care. This family would be 
the first to admit that the 
Turkey always tastes a whole 
lot better when it comes with a 
victory before the meal. After 
all, this is what winners and 
successful football families are 
all about. Ask the Aylwards. 
They will gladly give you a 
bear hug and tell you just how 
and why caring really works

Tewksbury High ~ School

It wasn’t always this way, 
especially back in 1981 when a 
10-year-old Tom Aylward suf- 
fered two strokes that left him 
struggling with simple life 
tasks and his devoted family 
members searching _ for 
answers. These days Tom is a 
robust 35-year-old married 
father of two, coaching the 
‘Tewksbury freshmen football 
squad, with few outward signs 
of his brush with a debilitating 
illness or perhaps even death 
many years ago. 

On this cold Saturday morn- 
ing after a Tewksbury practice, 
brother Brian can’t tell anyone 
exactly where Tom is, but what

Tewksbury in 1975. The team 
was flying high when Tom 
Aylward’s health took top prior- 
ity. Brian remembers that 
tough time for his family. 

“Tom was on the B Pop 
Warner team at the time and 
we had the house filled with 
visitors that were here for the 
Carnation Bowl game,” said 
Brian. “Tom was in the hospi- 
tal four weeks. I was 12 and my 
brother Rob was 13 at the time. 
All of our neighbors were great 
in helping our family out at 
that time.” 

Tom's father Bob pushed any 
thought of game planning for 
Winthrop aside as he rushed 
his youngest son to Saints 
Memorial Hospital in Lowell. 

“I remember Brian coming to 
me and saying that mom wants 
to see you right now,” said Bob. 
“I thought that he had a con- 
cussion, but then we all knew 
that this was much more seri- 
ous. I remember talking loudly 
to Tommy trying to keep him 
awake while I was driving to 


Saints Memorial. He had no 
reactions on the entire right 
side of his body. With this first 
stroke Tom’s right side of his 
body was paralyzed.” 

The first stroke. This ordeal 
was far from over for the 
Aylwards, as one week later 
while at Children’s Hospital in 
Boston Tom Aylward suffered a 
second stroke. 

“I remember that my wife 
Jean spent five days in the hos- 
pital with Tommy. With this 
second stroke he lost his ability 
to read, write and comprehend. 
He couldn’t even talk at the 
time,” remembers the senior 
Aylward. 

“When he got out of the hospi- 
tal I remember walking with 
him and he couldn’t talk,” says 
the father. “It was very severe 
what Tommy had, but we got to 
meet other kids from all over 
the world that were getting 
help from a great group of doc- 
tors. There was a team of doc- 
tors there from France at the 
time researching the progress 


on strokes in children.” 

Bob Aylward credits his wife 
Jean with helping to get. their 
young son back on his feet and 
well on his way to being a 
healthy, active adult. 

“Jean told me at the time that 
we weren't going to put him in 
a glass bubble. She said no way- 
he’s going to live his life. She 
worked with Tom two hours 4 
night for many years. He was 
young enough and strong 
enough at the time so he was 
able to regain most of his abili- 
ties that the stroke took away.” 

Now, Tom can read, write, 
comprehend, coach, and most 
importantly, be a father and 
husband to his kids Lexie (7 
years-old), Timmy (three- 
years-old) and wife Cathy. Now, 
the youngest Aylward can dis- 
appear for a couple of hours 
and by laughingly called ‘The 
Tornado’ by his brother Brian. 
The family knows exactly 
where Tom Aylward is. He’s 
alive and helping to coach 
‘Tewksbury kids.

Football season, memories 
help Barry's move forward

This Thursday, you’re proba- 
bly going to be sitting down to a 
turkey dinner with family, 
friends and relatives. 
Thanksgiving is, as we some- 
times forget, a time to give 
thanks for the things in our life. 
There is one Wilmington fam- 
ily that will be giving a little 
more thanks than normal this 

year, 

The Barry family has had 
quite the ride over the last few 
months. Rick and Kathy Barry 
have four boys, Mike, Tom, 
Rich, and Pat. In the summer, 
Mike, a senior at Wilmington 
High School, broke his neck 
when he accidentally dove into 
a sandbar on Plum Island. 

Tom, a junior at WHS, was 
nearby and got him to safety. 
Mike was taken to Anna 
Jacques Hospital in 
Newburyport, and from there 
he was airlifted to Brigham and 
Women's Hospital in Boston. 

Mike was well aware that his 
football career, his last year at 
Wilmington High School, was 
over. And instead of lifting 
weights and running laps with 
the team, Mike would have a 
different training regiment: 
months of physical therapy and 
rehabilitation. 

“It was long,” said Mike of his 
recovery process. “It was a bit 
hard at times but you have to 
keep pushing yourself, and 
that’s what I did.” 

Mike’s determination 
astounded doctors. “I’ve recov- 
ered faster than all of the doc- 
tors have ever seen. They said 
they have never seen anyone 
recover as fast as I have.” 

Mike’s determination was 
soon clear to many, many other 
people as well. 

“I've had great support from 
my friends, my family, the foot- 
ball team. That really helped 
me recover as quick as I did.” 

“Having four kids, you try to 
keep things as normal as you 
can,” said Rick. “It was tough 
being able to get Mike to the 
places he needed to be, but hav- 
ing Tommy as a driver really 

us.” 

“I think there's a lot of things 
that they went through that 
they didn’t even realize they 
were going through,” said 
Kathy. “It’s very traumatic, and 
it’s something that changes 
your life, but not in ways you 
can really put a finger on. It’s 
not clear cut. (Mike) is going to 
be close to one-hundred percent 
normal. There may be a few 
things that he may need to 
work on for the rest of his life.” 

Mike, with his trademark wit 
and humor, said that “getting 
the ladies” would be one of the 
things he would need to work 
on. 


In fact, the entire family has 
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own family, which is a true 
blessing. But there is another 
group of people who have 
become Mike’s support group 
of sorts. 

The Wilmington High School 
football team has become 
Mike’s second family. Mike 
delivered a rousing speech 
before a game early in the year, 
and everyone realized that 
Mike was in this, whether he 
was wearing a uniform or not. 
Of course, Mike’s number 51 
has become recognized by the 
Wilmington fans, as Mike has 
been named a captain for the 
season. About midway through, 
captains Kyle Borseti and Rich 
Barry made a decision with the 
coaches that Mike should be a 
captain. 

“I wasn’t expecting it at all,” 
said Mike. “I was just happy to 
be on the sidelines. I was 
shocked. What do I say to some- 
thing like that. I was so ecstat- 
ic. It was awesome. “ 

Mike feels the pain of not 
being able to suit up every day. 

“It's been so hard,” he said. 
“I see these kids with the 
coaches yelling at them and I 
think, ‘what would I be doing’. 
Just going to practice and 
watching you guys run, I feel 
like I should be out there to. It’s 
been rough. Especially at the 
games.” 

Mike has not missed one prac- 
tice the entire year. In the rain 
and heat and cold, Mike has 
been there watching his team, 
his teammates, his friends, play 
the game he loves. 

“We like to surround ourselves 
with good kids,” said WHS foot- 
ball coach Bob Almeida. “We 
don’t have kids who get into 
trouble and who take their 
school work very seriously. 
That’s the best thing about all 
of the Barry kids. I’ve gotten to 
know all of them and their 
Mother and Father and they 
are all tremendous people. It 
was so heartwrenching to go to 
the hospital and see Mike when 
he had his accident. You could 
see how much pain and how 
upset the whole family was. 

“Mike’s as nice of a kid as you 
could ask for. He cares deeply 
for Wilmington football. He was 
added as one of our team cap- 
tains and he’s been such an 
inspiration to all of us. I think 
we've been undefeated since he 
was named which says a lot. I 
know how disappbinted he is 
that he hasn’t had a chance to 
play, but he hasn’t missed one 
practice all season and he helps 
out in anyway he can.” 

Mike and his family are very 
familiar with Wilmington foot- 
ball. 

“My uncle caught the winning 
touchdown pass — against 
‘Tewksbury for the first unde- 
feated team. My other uncle 
was captain of the next unde- 
feated team in 1948,” said Rick. 
“My third uncle was captain of 
the next undefeated team in 
1960. I was on the next two 
undefeated teams.” 

Rick, a WHS Hall of Famer, 
knows what Wilmington foot- 
ball means and so does Mike. 

“It affects the whole town. 
The whole town wants to know 
how the football team does and 
so many people go to the 
games. It’s such a big part of 
this town.” 

The Barry’s are related to the 
Woods family, who have a 
strong legacy in Wilmington. 

“So many generations of this 
family have lived and died on 


the Thanksgiving game,” says 
Rick. “We bleed blue.” 

One person who may have 
been affected more than any- 
one is brother Tom. Tom, who 
is a cornerback and special 
teams player for the team this 
year, was inspired by Mike's 
recovery and strength. 

“It means a lot,” says Tom. “I 

felt like I was playing for him. I 
see him standing over on the 
sidelines and I feel that if he 
can’t be playing than I have to 
be playing for him. Every play 
I was in there my dedication 
was towards him and helping 
him get better. Just having him 
on the sidelines meant a lot. 
When he became a captain, 
that was one of the best things 
ever, 
“Before the Belmont game he 
gave a speech and that was one 
of the best moments in my 
career. It just meant a lot tome 
for my older brother to be there 
and to be fighting hard just like 
I am fighting hard out on the 
field.” 

It’s quite obvious through 
Almeida’s eyes how much Mike 
has influenced his younger 
brothers. 

“Tommy is the same way as 
Mike,” said Almeida. “He’s 
extremely hard working in the 
weight room and all of the run- 
ning we do. He's a real good 
athlete and very good in track. 
He has some football skills and 
we'll be looking for him to help 
us with those in the future.” 

Mike and his family have been 
fighting hard for a while nojy: 
They have learned may 
important lessons along the 
way. “ - 

Always be prepared for thé 
worst,” said Rich, a member of 
the freshmen football team; 
“We were lucky we have every: 
body there. It could have been.a 
lot worse.” 

“I learned that you can get 
through anything. And I also 
learned that Wilmington isa 
great place to live,” said Kathy. 
“Everybody from the coaches, 
to his friends, to our family. 
Neighbors, people have just 
been terrific in helping out any 
way they can. I see people I 
barely know at the grocery 
store who still ask me how Mike 
is doing.” 

Rick added that, “there prob- 
ably is a lot of towns like 
Wilmington, but I don’t know of 
a better one. It's amazing how 
many people have come out of 
the woodwork to help out. I’ve 
always been proud of 
Wilmington, Wilmington athlet- 
ics, Wilmington as a communi- 
ty, and this just reinforces it.” 

“T learned that through hard 
work and determination, you 
can do anything,” said Tom. 
“All the work he was doing 
before the accident, getting 
ready for the football season, it 
just got him so much more, and 
it helped him when he was 
recovering. It’s amazing that 
when you really want some- 
thing, and you work hard 
enough, you can get it.” 

“If you ever really want some- 
thing all you need to do is look 
in your own backyard,” said 
Rick. 

Kathy also pointed out how 
her kids come through for each 
other. “They have a lot of 


courage. 
Mike, as so many people have 
become accustomed to seeing, 
smiled.
